Beginning its 14th annual assemblage of entering stu- 
dents, the yearly Freshman week program held here 
is perhaps the most important factor in shaping jaysee life, 


both educationally and social 


ly. A single day, Sept. 8, 1926, 


was first set aside to give incoming freshmen a preview 


of the new adventure await- 
ing them at jaysee, and since 
then the event has become 
such a feature of local school 
activities that an entire week 
is now devoted to its varied 
programs. 

STRESS RELATIONSHIPS 

The many opportunities offered 
by faculty-student relationships, 
which the Rev. Perry F. Schrock 
stressed in his address before that 
1926 pioneer gathering, has since 
become the keynote of the college 
year as well as Freshman days. 

In 1928 the event was made a 
three-day activity providing ad- 
dresses by the college faculty and 
student officers, dances, sport ex- 
hibitions, musical programs, in- 
spections of the campus, and par- 
ticipation in school songs and yells. 
Entrance examinations were also 
taken and conferences arranged 
with instructors. 

Under the direction of L. L. 


Beeman, who had been faculty ad- 
viser of the event from its incep- 
tion until his retirement in June, 
1938, Freshman days became one 
of the most significant activities 
on the school’s calendar. 

John H. McCoy, assistant direc- 
tor and head of the journalism de- 
partment, succeeded Mr. Beeman 
to the chairmanship last Septem- 
ber. With the aid of Director D. 
K. Hammond and Registrar Mabel 
G. Whiting the entire setup of 
Freshman days was again changed, 
this time to an entire week of 
varied activities as held this year 
from Sept. 11 to 15.

Expressing the belief that if Adolf Hitler fails in his 
Polish conquest, Germany is a beaten nation and may ex- 
pect no aid from several sympathetic Balkan countries, 
Calvin C. Flint, college dean of men today reviewed 


the conclusions he has based 
pean touring. Mrs. Flint ac- 
companied her husband. 
Acknowledging surprise at the 
sudden outbreak of general war, 
Mr. Flint said that he encountered 
a near-unanimous European opin- 
ion that there would be no con- 
flict during the current year. 
HITLER LOSES POWER 
Possibility that England and 
France may be waging war “one 
year in advance”’ was indicated by 
the dean, who cited the apparent 
loss of power by Hitler in his own 
nation as an indication that vic- 
tory might be immeasurably more 
definite for the ‘allies’ several 
months later.

in Germany were progressing 
rapidly during our visit, we found 
much greater freedom of speech 
and activity than in any previous 
summer trip,” it was stated.

Traveling from France _ into 
Southern Germany, and from 
there to Old Austria and Hungary, 
Mr. and Mrs. Flint began a bicy- 
cling tour of those countries, in 
addition to Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
and Roumania. During this period, 
the two camped beside rivers and 
mountain streams, occasionally ac- 
cepting the hospitality of native 
residents who opened their homes 
to the cycling travelers.

Imperative Campus Expenditures Near $10,000 


proved Housing 


‘Boosts Capacity 


Striving to eliminate crowded 
college quarters encountered last 
year, one new bungalow classroom 
and an addition to one other cam- 
pus structure, erected and equip- 
ped this summer at a cost exceed- 
ing $3000, are ready for student 
occupancy today. 

Additional expenditures for 
modernizing machine shops used 
jointly by college and high school 
students boosted the summer 
spending program total to $9720, 
exclusive of supplies, board of 
education officials cited. 

BUILD BUNGALOWS 

The new building, Bungalow M, 
located on the southeast corner of 
the North Main street campus, 
brings the total number of similar 
jaysee classrooms to 13. Seating 
85 students, the recently com- 
pleted bungalow is reserved for 
social science, history, and mathe- 
matics classes. 

West of the board of education 
offices, Bungalow F, housing draft- 
ing and mechanical drawing 
courses has been increased _ in 
length 18 feet by summer con- 
struction, doubling the capacity of 
Harold Moomaw’s _ technical 
drawing classes. In addition to the 
enlargement which gives Mr. 
Moomaw office space and a prop- 
erty room, the classroom has been 
equipped with 24 new drafting 
tables constructed in the college 
carpentry shop. Each table has 
locking storage compartments for 
six students. 

INCREASE ACCOMMODATIONS 

By virtue of the improvements, 
it is now possible to care for 120 
student draftsmen, 60 more than 
last year’s turnaway enrollment in 
mechanical drawing courses. 

Other new equipment for initial 
classes in aviation mechanics and 
construction includes replacement 
of antiquated tools and machinery 
in college machine shops located 
at the local high school, at a cost 
approximating $5000.
